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Know More about Chronic 
Obstructive Puimonary Disease 


As part of the 52 Weeks 
of Public Health campaign, 
the Kentucky Dept, for Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) within the 
Cabinet of Health and Family 
Services (CHFS) is raising 
awareness of the impact of 
Cardio Obstructive Pulmo¬ 
nary Disease (COPD), a term 
used to describe lung diseases 
such as emphysema, chronic 
bronchitis, and asthma. 

Kentucky has the second 
highest incidence of COPD 
in the U.S. To better address 
the high prevalence of COPD 
and raise awareness in the 
Commonwealth, DPH, along 
with other healthcare and 
policy leaders, have formed 
a COPD Advisory Board to 
direct activities and policy to 
reduce the burden of COPD 
in Kentucky. 

The first step in dealing 
with COPD is acknowledg¬ 
ing the problem exists 

COPD is the third lead¬ 
ing cause of death in the 
United States, affecting 16 
million Americans and mil¬ 
lions more who do not know 
they have it. COPD can stifle 
a person’s ability to breathe, 
lead to long-term disability, 
and dramatically affect his or 
her quality of life. 

The National Institutes 
of Health (NIH) recently re¬ 
leased its first National COPD 
Action plan, which can be 
viewed on the DPH website 
here. Broken into five goals, 
the plan seeks to; 


• Empower patients, their 
families, and caregivers to 
recognize and reduce the bur¬ 
den of COPD. 

• Equip healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals to provide compre¬ 
hensive care to people with 
COPD. 

• Collect, analyze, report, 
and disseminate COPD data. 

• Increase and sustain 
COPD research. 

• Turn COPD recom¬ 
mendations into research and 
public health care actions. 

“Readers are encour¬ 
aged to share the informa¬ 
tion and help raise awareness 
of COPD in their respective 
communities,” said CHFS 
Sec. Vickie Yates Brown 
Glisson. “Many individuals 
currently living with COPD, 
have not been diagnosed, and 
are not receiving healthcare 
to properly manage COPD. 
We can make a significance 
difference simply by raising 
awareness.” 

Throughout the planned 
52 Weeks of Public Health 
promotion, DPH will spot¬ 
light a specific public health 
issue.

It was a blessing to share my house with 
these good friends who I have known and loved for many 
years, but our different habits of loading and unloading the 
dishwasher became a source of real annoyance. It wasn’t 
that they were leaving dishes in the sink, but that they 
had the habit of turning the dishwasher off before they 
left the house, so I couldn’t always tell whether the dishes 
had been done or not. Eventually we had to talk about it 
and figure out a way to keep all of us happy. Loading and 
unloading the dishwasher is one of those ordinary acts of 
kindness and consideration that goes a long way towards 
keeping our relations smooth and friendly. These are the 
kinds of things that considerate people do as a part of their 
everyday life. Never underestimate the importance of these 
minor things like loading and unloading the dishwasher. 
What else in your everyday life has the potential to irritate 
those around you? Christian love is sometimes seen in the 
smallest details, such as whether you hang up your coat 
when you come inside, or whether you replace the roll of 
toilet paper. - Christopher Simon

June is Elder Abuse 
Awareness Month 

Each year, an estimated 
5 million older persons are 
abused, neglected, and ex¬ 
ploited. In addition, elders 
throughout the United States 
lose an estimated $2.6 billion 
or more annually due to elder 
financial abuse and exploita¬ 
tion, funds that could have 
been used to pay for basic 
needs such as housing, food, 
and medical care. Unfortu¬ 
nately, no one is immune to 
abuse, neglect, and exploita¬ 
tion. It occurs in every de¬ 
mographic, and can happen 
to anyone-a family member, 
a neighbor, even you. Yet it 
is estimated that only about 
one in five of those crimes 
are ever discovered. 

Elder abuse is often a si¬ 
lent crime. Most of us never 
see it because most victims 
are abused behind closed 
doors by their own fam¬ 
ily members. And, too often 
people who do see it choose 
not to get involved because 
it’s “none of my business.” 

The law says it’s our 
business. Kentucky is a 
mandatory reporting state. 
(Reference KRS 209.030) 

If you suspect elder 
abuse, you are legally re¬ 
quired to report it. You can 
report elder abuse at the 24 
hour toll free hotline 1-800- 
752-6200, calls can be made 
anonymously. In addition to 
contacting Adult Protective 
Services, if you suspect a 
resident of a long term care 
facility is being abused, 
neglected, or exploited, 
contact Amanda Grooms, 
Buffalo Trace Long-Term 
Care District Ombuds¬ 
man at (606) 564-6894 or 
agrooms@btadd.com. Our 
job is to advocate for resi¬ 
dents to make sure they get 
the care they deserve.

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Floodplain and Wetland Notice of Explanation 
Activity in a 100-Year Floodplain 

To: All interested Agencies including Federal, State, 
and Local Agencies, Groups and Individuals 

This is to give notice that the City of Brooksville, 
under 24 CFR Part 58 has conducted an evaluation 
as required by Executive Order 11988 and/or 11990, 
in accordance with HUD regulations at 24 CFR 55.20 
Subpart C Procedures for Making Determinations on 
Floodplain Management, to determine the potential affect 
that its project in the floodplain and wetland will have on 
the human environment for the Bracken Regional Sewer 
Project. The Bracken Sewer Project proposes to 
construct a new regional waste water treatment plant, 
to serve the City of Augusta, the City of Brooksville, 
and Bracken County Customers that are located 
along the force main route. New sewer lines will be 
constructed between the City of Brooksville and City 
of Augusta to tie in the existing collection systems 
of each city, so waste water can be transported to 
the new regional plant. The project is being funded 
through both grant and loan dollars provided by state 
and federal agencies, including but not limited to, KY 
Community Development Block Grant, USD A Rural 
Development, Kentucky Infrastructure Authority. 
Two portions of the project exist within the 100 year 
floodplain or wetlands. Approximately 0.25 mile of 
the new sewer line construction, located in Augusta, 
will be constructed within the 100 year floodplain, 
as designated by FEMA Flood Insurance Rate Map. 
The floodplain, in which the new section of line lies, 
is designated as Zone AE and Zone X. The location of 
the line located within the floodplain is within the City 
of Augusta, Bracken County KY, at approximately 
38.772293, -84.011287 (lat/long). Another portion 
of the project, which lies within the floodplain and 
wetlands, is the crossing of Locust Creek. Locust 
Creek runs perpendicular to Route #19, adjacent to 
the proposed regional WWTP site. This Creek will 
require crossing by the sewer line so that customers 
located to the north of the Creek, including the City 
of Augusta, can be hooked to the new regional plant. 
Locust Creek, at the point of crossing approximately 
38.707711,-84.048635 (lat/long), is designated as Zone 
A, and contains wetlands classified as ^Riverine. 

The City of Brooksville has considered the following 
alternatives and mitigation measures to be taken to 
minimize adverse impaets and to restore and preserve 
natural and benefleial values: Every action will be taken 
to minimize impacts to the floodplain. Compliance 
with local, state and federal standards will be made. 
Planned development, consultation with Army Corp 
of Engineers and requests for necessary permits will 
be submitted and obtained prior to construction. 
Sedimentation and erosion control measures will be 
taken to reduce impact upon floodplain areas. For 
any wetlands, streams, or water crossings, directional 
boring will be used to cross. No trenching will be used 
in stream crossings. US Fish & Wildlife has been 
consulted regarding wetlands and issued a finding 
of ^no significant adverse impact on wetlands...’ 
provided mitigation measures of directional boring 
were followed. 

The City of Brooksville has re-evaluated the 
alternatives to building in the floodplain and has determined 
that it has no practicable alternative. Environmental 
flies that doeument eompliance with steps 3 through 6 
of Executive Order 11988 and/or 11990, are available 
for publie inspection, review and copying upon request 
at the times and location delineated in the last paragraph 
of this notiee for receipt of comments. These aetivities 
will have no signiflcant impact on the environment for the 
following reasons: 

The portion of sewer line to be installed within 
the floodplain, which is approximately 0.25 miles in 
length, will be below ground and remain covered once 
installed. A pump station will also be installed at the 
connection point of the existing collection system, and 
the new line. The pump station will be elevated, and 
Army Corp of Engineers will review the pump station 
plans and be consulted with for proper installation of 
the pump station; special permitting will be obtained 
by engineers from Army Corp of Engineers before any 
construction of such stations or lines. For the crossing 
of Locust Creek, directional bore will be used to place 
sewer lines across the waterway. No trenching or 
disturbance of Locust Creek will occur. 

Written comments must be received by the City of 
Brooksville at the following address on or before July 10, 
2017: at City of Brooksville, PO Box 216, Brooksville, 
KY 41004 and 606-735-2501, Attention: Craig Hester, 
Mayor, during the hours of 8:00-4:30 Monday through

NOTE: There are three primary purposes for this 
notice. First, people who may be affected by activities 
in floodplains and those who have an interest in the 
protection of the natural environment should be given 
an opportunity to express their concerns and provide 
information about these areas. Second, an adequate public 
notice program can be an important public educational 
tool. The dissemination of information about floodplains 
can facilitate and enhance Federal efforts to reduce the 
risks associated with the occupancy and modiflcation of 
these special areas. Third, as a matter of fairness, when 
the Federal government determines it will participate in 
actions taking place in floodplains, it must inform those 
who may be put at greater or continued risk.
